.Approval Moro Formality 
The cabinet officer s announce­ 
ment of plans for beginning the 
development of the bases followed 
closely upon word that agreement 
with British authorities 
on

sites for development had 
been 
reached in all cases except one— 
Trinidad. 
Approval in that case 
is only a formality. 
The base 
sites, stretching from Newfound­ 
land to the South American main­ 
land. were acquired from Great 
Britain in exchange for a flotilla 
of fifty American destroyers.
